The 
figures show that 2 per cent 
of public officials say they 
are divorced, compared to 4 
per cent of those who are en- 
tertainers, writers, authors 
and reporters. 


Few politicians or their

broken marriage, especially 
one still in litigation. 


"There's so much to say 


about the pressures on a 
political marriage," said 
Betty Taunadge, who says 
she was not aware of her 
husband's plans to end their 
35-year marriage until after 
he had filed a divorce peti- 
tion.

shortfalls in revenue during the 
fiscal year.

Why Justice Bogs Down 
And Its Costs Go Up 


Last year the state legislature 


authorized a fourth judge for the 
Berrien circuit court. 


It acted upon a representation from 


. the county board of commissioners 
that the judges then on duty were fast 


• reaching the point where the case 
load was outdistancing their capacity 
to stay current with the business 
coming before the court. 


The commissioners, in turn, had 


been briefed by a civilian advisory 
unit on two reasons for the pressing 
need to give some relief to the judges. 


One was the statistical showing of 


how the case load, civil and criminal, 
was leapfrogging each year. 


The other was a demonstration that 


the appellate courts are spinning out 
, rulings which today require double to 
triple the time which must be devoted 
to a trial over what it required a 
decade or two ago. 


This week in a witty presentation to 


the Twin City Rotary club, Judge 
William S. White illustrated that 
keeping up in the numbers game is 
much the lesser problem than staying 
abreast of the clock. 


Berrien and all the trial circuits in 


Michigan are definitely losing out to 
time 
consuming 
procedural 


requirements imposed upon them by 
the appellate courts. 


Never known for expeditious action, 


the dispensation of justice today is 
becoming as slow and erratic as the 
postal service. 


• Judge White confined his speech to 
; the criminal side of the court's work : 
' because its procedural requirements 
' are more complex than trying a civil 


action. 


Following are a few samples given 


during his talk to illustrate how the 
appellate courts are requiring the 
trial judge to spend more time than 
there are hours in a working day to 
move from one case to the next.

trial.

All this has to be done even if there 


is a lawyer standing by the defen- 
dant's side, and it takes up to 25 
minutes to wade through the exercise. 


The David Jordan Purnell case, 


though something of a specialty, 
nonetheless reinforces the argument 
on burdening the trial court's time. 


The local police arrested Purnell in 


1972 for the 1971 slaying of Janet 
Uland. 


He came to trial in 1972 before 


Judge White on the defense of in- 
sanity. 


He took the witness stand in his 


own behalf and detailed at length the 
circumstances of the slaying. 


Judge White instructed the jury it 


could find him guilty of first degree 
murder or any of its lesser included 
offenses, or not guilty by reason of 
insanity. 


At the time those instructions, in 


manner of speaking, covered the wa- 
terfront. 


Recently the Court of Appeals 


reversed the conviction and ordered a

The second trial is being held out- 


side Berrien county because White 
granted a defense motion for a 
change of venue based on the wide 
publicity given to the case. 


He estimates it will cost Berrien's 


taxpayers around $5,000 to compen- 
sate the Eaton county jury, and to 
house and feed him, his bailiff, clerk, 
court reporter and whatever wit- 
nesses may have to be held over more 
than one day.

All this has to be done even if there 
is a lawyer standing by the defen­ 
dant’s side, and it takes up to 25 
minutes to wade through the exercise. 


The David Jordan Purnell case, 
though something of a specialty, 
nonetheless reinforces the argument 
on burdening the trial court’s time. 


The local police arrested Purnell in 
1972 for the 1971 slaying of Janet 
Uland. 


He came to trial in 1972 before 
Judge White on the defense of in­ 
sanity. 


He took the witness stand in his 
own behalf and detailed at length the 
circumstances of the slaying. 


Judge White instructed the jury it 
could find him guilty of first degree 
murder or any of its lesser included 
offenses, or not guilty by reason of 
insanity. 


At the time those instructions, in 
manner of speaking, covered the wa­ 
terfront. 


Recently the Court 
of Appeals 
reversed the conviction and ordered a 
new trial because White had not ad­ 
ded a statement that the jury could 
find the defendant not guilty without 
any 
reference 
to 
the 
supportive 
defense of insanity. 


The Appeals Court had changed the 
rules of the game subsequent to the 
trial which resulted in Purnell’s con­ 
viction of second degree murder. 


Nonetheless it applied the rule re­ 
troactively, as a result of which White 
must preside at 
a new 
trial 
at 
Charlotte in March. 


The second trial is being held out­ 
side Berrien county because White 
granted a defense 
motion 
for a 
change of venue based on the wide 
publicity given to the case. 


He estimates it will cost Berrien’s 
taxpayers around $5,000 to compen­ 
sate the Eaton county jury, and to 
house and feed him, his baiiiff, clerk, 
court reporter and whatever wit­ 
nesses may have to be held over more 
than one day. 


There is a flicker of light in this 
needlessly contrived tunnel of judicial 
procedure. 


The appellate courts are beginning 
to realize they have gone overboard 
on technicalites and are starting to 
discard a few of the more artful 
contrivings. 


This is progress of sorts. 
At least we suppose it can be 
viewed as progressive if a retreat is 
made from a path which never should 
have taken in the first instance. 


Of All People!-Saudis 
Going To Solar Energy 


If there arc still residents of the in­ 
dustrial West who think the energy 
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problem isn’t all its cracked up to be, 
they might take a lesson from Saudi 
Arabia. At the same time the Saudis 
are planning to increase oil produc­ 
tion. despite already being well ens­ 
conced in number one place, they also 
are investing in one of the world's 
largest solar heating systems. 


To be housed in a large educational 
complex in the northern part of the 
country, 
which 
experiences 
cold 
winters, the solar project will be large 
enough to heat 325,000 square feet of 
floor space and provide 36,000 gallons 
of hot water daily. It will be opera­ 
tional next year. 


The largest solar heating system 
now in use in the United States heats 
an area of about 54,000 square feet. 
The Saudi solar plant will be installed 
on the roof of the largest building, 
about the size of three football fields. 


Kngineers estimate the $1.5 million 
unit will pay for itself in 1H years and 
should be operational for .‘{5 years with 
proper maintenance. Ironically, it is 
an American engineering firm which 
has designed the Saudi project. 


How is that for a modern example of 
shipping coal to Newcastle?

Carter Remains 


An Enigma 


WASHINGTON — For a man 
elected president on a “ house- 
cleaning” 
platform, 
Jimmy 
Carter seems unusually vague 
on hard facts. 


Many of us had assumed 
during fhe campaign that Mr. 
Carter’s vagueness was a poli­ 
tical ploy — a stance adopted to 
insure he alienated as few 
voters as possible. We also saw 
his being on all sides of every 
issue as an attempt to please 
whatever 
audience 
he 
was 
addressing. 


Today I am not so sure. His 
statements 
about 
defense 
spending, welfare reform, new 
faces in influential government 
posts, 
economic 
policies, 
unemployment are as vague 
and 
contradictory 
as 
ever. 
They fly square in the face of 
what seems practical — even to 
those he's chosen as .iiembers 
of his cabinet. 


The suspicion 
is growing 
that, in spite of his reputation 
for meticulous planning, Mr. 
Carter may have a regrettable 
habit of shooting from the hip 
on policy issues. 


It may be that Mr. Carter, 
when 
confronted 
by 
an 
audience, so identifies for the 
moment 
with 
that 
group’s 
feelings that he subconsciously 
shifts 
his 
thinking, 
and 
therefore his words, to match 
wtiat it wants to hear. 


If this is so, does it mean 
that the next president of the 
United 
States 
is 
overly 
influenced by the last person or 
the last group he talks to 
before making a decision? This 
possibility gives me pause: the 
intellectual quality of numbers 
of the Carter inner circle is not 
high, nor are the backgrounds 
of some key members of that 
White House circle impressive. 


The question then is whose 
word will carry more weight — 
that of fhe Chairman of the 
Council of Economic Advisers, 
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Charles Schultze, or .that of 
longtime intimate and spokes­ 
man Jody Powell? 


Will the advice of Defense 
Secretary 
Harold 
Brown 
prevail, or that of campaign 
chairman Hamilton Jordan? 


Cronyism has become a nasty 
word. Mr. Carter has said he 
will not tolerate it. We have 
grave witness to the serious 
effects of that practice in our 
knowledge 
today 
of 
what 
followed when President John 
Kennedy named his brother 
Robert as attorney general. 


But there was cronyism in 
high places when Mr. Carter 
was governor of Georgia. At 
least one man used the gover­ 
nor’s name and the governor’s 
mansion 
for 
promoting 
schemes 
which 
are 
now 
charged as being highly ques­ 
tionable. 


And 
today, 
an 
unusual 
number of the highest posts in 
the Carter Administration have 
been given to intimate friends 
of the president-elect. Though 
we have no reason to believe 
that any of these men are not 
of the highest character, the 
danger of cronyism 
is 
not 
limited, 
as 
we 
know, 
to 
dishonesty. An even greater 
danger is the creation of a 
closed inner circle, whereby 
the president is insulated from 
divergent views by individuals 
who think as he does and who, 
by past friendship, are in a 
position 
to 
influence 
him 
greatly. 


In sum, today, close to two 
months after his election to the 
presidency. Mr. Carter is as 
much of an enigma as he was 
in the campaign. The inconsis­ 
tencies in his statements and in 
his 
actions 
have 
not 
been 
cleared. 
The 
inner 
circle, 
which surrounds and defends 
him 
tightly, 
has 
not 
been 
opened to public view. Our 
worries 
have 
not 
been 
as­ 
suaged. 


Ted Sorensen 


A Bad Choice 


The Carter team thus far 
named 
contains 
only 
one 
shocker — Ted Sorensen for 
Director of the CIA. 


At Sorensen’s confirmation 
hearings. Republican senators 
should question him carefully 
on two matters: a) whether he 
is. in fact, a conscientious ob­ 
jector, as was indicated in 1948 
wtien he registered for the draft, 
;ind b) just what role he played 
in the 1909 coverup of the fatal 
events at Chappaquiddick. 


If 
Sorensen 
entertains 
philosophical objections to the 
taking of life, then he might be 
suitable for HEW or HUD. but 
hi“ would seem clearly excluded 
as boss of an agency that some­ 
times must perform disagreea­ 
ble but necessary tasks 


Sorensen has indicated that 
CIA covert activities will be 
very carefully scrutinized, but it 
is clear that those activities are 
going to continue. The KGB and 
other rival agencies are known 
to play hardball in this area. To 
lie sure, Sorensen may have 
changed his mind since 1948, 
when, apparently, 
he could 
think of no goal or cause worth 
killing for. 


Now, as far as Chappaquid­ 
dick was concerned, Sorensen’s 
role apparently was absolutely 
central. The confirmation hear­ 
ings will provide a splendid op­ 
portunity to question him in de­ 
tail and under oath about it. 


Right after the death of Mary 
Jo Kopeehne, Teddy Kennedy 
disappeared into the Hyannis- 
port compound, summoning to 
his side various Kennedy re­ 
tainers including Ted Sorensen 
— who is widely understood to 
have been the principal author 
of Kennedy’s televised speech 
on the matter. 


Since 
Kennedy’s 
public 
explanation of his behavior ap­ 
pears incredible on the face of 
it, indeed at variance with 
known 
facts, 
it 
would 
be 
illuminating to place Sorensen’s 
own story on the public record. 
Sorensen’s role in the Chap­ 
paquiddick coverup obviously 
bears on any judgment con­ 
cerning his own personal and 
professional integrity. It raises 
questions about the lengths to 
which he is willing to go in order 
to please a political patron, in 
this 
case 
Teddy 
Kennedy. 


Clearly, 
all 
this 
is 
highly 
relevant to the issue of his fit­ 
ness for the sensitive CIA post 


For the most part, the other 
top Carter nominees tend to 
resemble 
the 
“ m anagerial” 
types now familiar in govern 
ments throughout the Western 
world, what the Europeans call 
“technicians.” 
Such 


managerial types lack clear 
ideological identities and are 
not associated with particular 
policies. 
Their 
managerial 
skills are readily transferable, 
from agency to agency and from 
corporate to government post. 
In their air of competence plus a 
favor of anonymity, people like 
Cyrus 
Vance, 
Michael 
Blumenthal, and Harold Brown 
have numerous counterparts in 
Bonn, 
Paris, 
Madrid, 
and 
Rome. 


As he did throughout his 
campaign for the presidency, 
moreover, Carter continues to 
emit carefully calibrated and 
sometiriiis contradictory sig­ 
nals. If John Dunlop proves to 
be insufficiently enthusiastic 
about reverse discrimination, 
why, then, we get 
F. 
Ray 
Marshall 
for 
Secretary 
of 
Labor, noted for his minority 
group sympathies. But we also 
get Griffin Bell for Attorney 
General, a nomination likely to 
please Southern conservatives. 
We get two women, one of them 
black, 
but 
also 
Jam es 
Schlesinger. The ethnic mix is 
reminiscent of one of those old 
World War II 
movies with 
William Bendix.

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Suit Seeks To Have Lake Board Widened

A suit alleging the Paw Paw Lake Improvement board is 


" improperly constituted and should be restrained from taking 


further action has been filed in Bmien Circuit court. 


Twenty-four plaintiffs contend Ike board's membership should 


be expanded to include representatives of the Cities of Coloma and 
Walcrvliet, in addition to current members from the Townships of 
'Coloma and WaliTvliet, 


Plaintiffs seek an injunction prohibiting the board from creat- 


ing any assessment district other than one made up of only the 
tun cities and tbe tun townships. Representatives from all four 
units must be on the board before any of its actions arc lawful, 
according to the suit. 


The suit contends that the two cities, the townships and their 


residents would be bencfitted by the proposed .weed control of 
Paw Paw lake. 


Filing of the suit followed an announcement last month that the 


board tentatively planned to include a part of Covert township, in 


Van Burcn county, in a new assessment district for weed control. 


The suit claims the board doesn't now have the power to assess 


properties outside of the townships of Coloma and Watcrvlict 
because only those units are now represented on the board. 


Plaintiffs are identified as taxpayers from Coknna and \Va- 


lervliet townships and Watervliel city, many of whom own 
property on Paw Paw lake. The class action suit was filed on 
behalf of all taxpayers within the three governmental unils. 


Berrien Springs Ally. Lee Boothby. counsel for the plaintiffs, 


tokt The Herald-Palladium his clients want weed control by nc.xt 
summer and are not attempting to avoid paying for it. 


However. Boothby said, his clients believe that attempts to 


enlarge the assessment district into Covert township will delay 
solution to the problem. 


Defendants are: the Townships of Watervlict and Coloma. which 


the suit states created the lake improvement board; the lake 
improvement board, which was created in March of 1975 to clean 
Paw Paw lake; and the five members of the lake improvement 
board. 


Board members are Chairman Robert Jackson, representing 


Watervlict township: Secretary John Matthews, representing 
Coloma township; Robert Burkholz. representing tin* Berrien 
county board of commissioners; Berrien Drain Commissioner 
Carl Gnodtke, representing his office; and Leon Cook, represent* 
ing the Department of Natural Resources. 


'lite board last month announced tentative plans to create a 


3,600-acrc assessment (tislrk-l, including all lands that drain into 
tlie lake. 


"The proposed special assessment district would include par- 


cels located outside the townships of Coloma and Watervliet and. 
in fact, would include lands located within the County of Van 
Buren,:> according to the lawsuit. 


It is also alleged that the board is improperly constituted 


because the Coloma and Watervliet township boards failed to pass 
resolutions stating that the improvements to the lake are 
"expedient" or that the lake improvement board is empowered to' 
establish a special assessment district. 


The suit states these routine actions must be taken, according 


to tln> .Michigan Inland Lake Improvement Act, under w hidr the 
lake improvement board was created.

The lake improvement board originally tried to assess taxes for 


hike weed control against only lakefront property owners on a 
lukefront-foutagc basis. Two lake property owners contested the 
assessment, and in February of 1976 Berrien Circuit court Judge 
William S. White ruled that assessments must foe made on a 
"benefit" basis rather than a "lakefront-footage" basis.

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Suit Seeks To Have Lake Board Widened

A suit alleging the Paw Paw Lake Improvement board is 
improperly constituted and should be restrained from taking 
further action has been filed in Berrien Circuit court. 


Twenty-four plaintiffs contend the board’s membership should 
be expanded to include representatives of the Cities of Colorna and 
Watervliet, in addition to current members from the Townships of 
Coloma and Watervliet 


Plaintiffs seek an injunction prohibiting the board from creat­ 
ing any assessment district other than one made up of only the 
two cities and the two townships. Representatives from all four 
units must be on the board before any of its actions are lawful, 
according to the suit. 


The suit contends that the two cities, the townships and their 
residents would be benefitted by the proposed weed control of 
Paw Paw lake. 


Filing of the suit followed an announcement last month that the 
board tentatively planned to include a part of Covert township, in 


Van Buren county, in a new assessment district for weed control. 


The suit claims the board doesn't now have the power to assess 
properties outside of the townships of Coloma and Watervliet 
because only those units are now represented on the board. 


Plaintiffs arc* identified as taxpayers from Coloma and Wa­ 
tervliet townships and Watervliet city, many of whom own 
property on Paw Paw lake. The class action suit was filed on 
behalf of all taxpayers within the three governmental units. 


Berrien Springs Atty. Iak* Boothby, counsel for the plaintiffs, 
told The Herald-Palladium his clients want win'd control by next 
summer and are not attempting to avoid paying for it. 


However, Boothby said, his clients believe that attempts to 
enlarge the assessment district into Covert township will delay 
solution to the problem. 


Defendants are: the Townships of Watervliet and Coloma, w hich 
the suit states created the lake improvement board; the lake 
improvement board, which was created in March of 1975 to clean 
Paw Paw lake; and the five members of the lake improvement 
board. 


Board members are Chairman Robert Jackson, representing 
Watervliet township; Secretary John Matthews, representing 
Coloma township; Robert Burkholz, representing the Berrien 
county board <>i commissioners; Berrien Drain Commissioner 
Carl (inodtke, representing his office; and Leon Cook, represent­ 
ing the Department of Natural Resources. 


The board last month announced tentative plans to create a 
3,600-acre assessment district, including all lands that drain into 
the lake. 


“The proposed special assessment district would include par­ 
cels located outside the townships of Coloma and Watervliet and, 
in fact, would include lands located within the County of Van 
Buren,” according to the lawsuit.

Dear Mrs. R.: 
Fibroid tumors of the uterus 


may occur singly or there may 
be three or four or more small 
ones. Their size and position in 
the uterus and he symptoms 
they produce determine the 
need and the kind of surgery 
that is necessary. 


Fibroid tumors are benign, 


non-cancerous growths. Some 
are attached to the outside of the 
womb. Others originate in the 
muscle wall itself. A few are 
attached to the inner, lining of 
the uterus (womb). 


When fibroid tumors become 


large, they may be responsible 
for unusual or prolonged bleed- 
ing during the menstrual 
period, or between menstrual 
cycles. 


In some instances, a large 


fibroid may press on the 
urinary bladder which lies in 
front of it. Frequency of urina- 
tion becomes ~~one-^ of 
the 


problems. 


Similarly, the large bowel or" 


.rectum, lying behind the uterus, 
may be compressed by a large 
fibroid, and rectal symptoms 
may follow. 


In rare instances, a benign 


fibroid tumor may become 
cancerous. It is for this reason 


that doctors keep fibroid tumors 
under regular observation. 


When surgeons suggest an 


operation they appreciate the 
fact that patients become an- 
xious and would welcome an 
additional opinion. 


In this way, both the patient 


and 
the 
doctor 
become 


beneficiaries of that added 
opinion.

Americans and is similar to one 
on whites released in 1975 that 
also ' showed 
geographical 


differences in cancers. Both are 
based upon death certificate 
figures for 35 types of cancer 
from 1990 through 1M9. 


The studies not only showed 


that death rates for different 
cancers vary geographically, 
but also that incidences of cer- 
tain cancers vary among racial 
groups. 


The study of 
nonwhites 


covered more than a half 


million deaths of blacks. 
American Indians. Chinese and 
Japanese. Blacks, who have 
higher over-all cancer death 
rates than whiles and other 
minorities, formed 92 per cent 
of the study group. 


The combined nonwhite death 


rale for all forms of cancer, is 
slightly higher than for whites, 
the scientists said. While death 
rates fur most minority groups 
other than blacks were lower 
than for whites, the' large 
number of blacks in the total 
nonwhite category raised the 
overall figure above that of 
whiles. 


Cancer mortality rates per 


100.090 population of all races 
were higher for males than, 
females, the report said. Over- 
all death rates for the 35 cancers 
sun-eyed were 189 per 100,000 
for black and Chinese males, 
174 for whites. 158 for Japanese' 
and 100 for Indians. 


For females, blacks had a 


cancer dealh rate of 142 per 
100.000. compared with

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Boycott Brews Confusion 
Over Coffee Price Hikes

NEW YORK (AP) - The cof­ 
fee boycott spreading to parts of 
the nation has caused little price 
change but has brewed much 
confusion over the cause of 
spiraling costs. 


Some observers have blamed 
the high prices on a shortage of 
coffee 
beans. 
O thers 
have 
blamed higher export taxes for 
forcing the price up. 


And the announcem ent Wed­ 
nesday that Brazil m ore than 
doubled its coffee export earn­ 
ings in 1976 while exporting only 
about 7 per cent m ore coffee 
prompted speculation of cons­ 
piracy and m arket m anipula­ 
tion. 


Some coffee industry spokes­ 
men 
say 
a 
conspiracy 
is 
imaginary. But the prices are 
not. In the United States, they 
have risen from about $1.25 a 
pound to more than $3 in the last 
year. Prices in Austria doubled 
in 1976 in three installments. In 
Israel, where the Consum er 
Authority is urging a coffee 
boycott, the price is now about 
$4.50 a pound, up from $1.68 a 
year ago. 


Here is a breakdown of the 
major areas now raised in the 
current debate on coffee prices: 


Why are prices rising? The 
1975 killer frost that destroyed 
many of B razil’s coffee trees, 
which take five years to be 
replenished, is only one of the 
natural and political disasters 
being blam ed for the current 
situation. 


The frost coincided with civil 
war in Angola, cutting produc­ 
tion there by tw o-thirds, an 
earthquake 
in 
G uatem ala, 
disruption in Uganda and flood­ 
ing in Colombia. 


“ We can’t blam e the coffee 
producers for what’s been hap­ 
pening to prices,” said Joan 
Braden, consum er affairs ad­ 
viser in the U.S. State D epart­ 
ment. 


Brazil — where production 
this season was 6.4 million bags, 
compared with 22.2 million bags 
the previous season — bought 
about 500,000 bags of coffee last 
year to replenish its dwindling 
stocks. 


To Extend Okay 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The

Because of the worldwide 
supply situation, som e produc­ 
ing nations have raised their 
export taxes to keep the coffee 
at home.

“ If it’s so easy to conspire, 
why didn’t they do it in the 19611s 
and early 1970s when prices 
were only going up a penny a 
pound a year?” asked one ex­ 
pert. 


He pointed out that it is ex­ 
trem ely difficult to m aintain 
discipline among 43 producing 
countries, all of which are poor 
and badly in need of foreign 
exchange earnings. 


“ We find no indication that 
any coffee is being withheld 
from the m ark et,” he said 
“With m arket conditions as 
favorable as they are, th ere’s 
really no need for the producers 
to horse around.”

The first thing 
you’ll want to check is the 
amount of insulation you have — 
or don’t have. 


The place to look for insula­ 
tion is the attic floor, between 
the joists. If your attic has a 
finished floor, you may have to 
lift up a board, or look for an 
exposed area where the boards 
meet the eaves. Once you un­ 
cover the joists, simply take 
your ruler and measure the 
thickness of the insulation you 
find. 


Don’t be surprised if you don’t 
find any insulation. If your 
house is like 35 million others, 
built before 1960, when energy 
was cheap and plentiful, there’s 
a good chance that the attic has

Even if 
you live in milder climates, the 
NBS says, about ten inches of 
insulation may be economically 
justified if you use oil or elec tric

While there is no way of rolling back prices, this article prepared by the Michigan 
Department of Commerce suggests many ways homeowners can improve the energy ef­ 
ficiency of their homes to reduce the bottom line on their fuel bills.

And that 
means big fuel savings for you. 


The amount of insulation you 
need depends on four factors — 
climate, what you currently pay 
for energy is your area, the

ing habits. 


Analysis of these variables, 
conducted in 71 different cities 
across the country, reveals that 
even as little as six inches of 
insulation, 
installed 
in 
an 
average sized uninsulated attic 
(1,000 sq. ft ), can save from $50 
to over $300 a year in home 


heating at current high prices. 


Contact your local gas utility 
for information on exact insula­ 
tion thickness recommendation 
- based on conditions where you 
live. 


The next step is to inspect 
your home’s interior living 
space's for fuel waste. 


Before you walk away from 
the attic door, check to see that 
the door is tightly sealed around 
all four edges. To find out, light 
the candle and hold it near 
where the door meets the frame. 
Then hold it near the outside of 
the frame itself. If the candle 
flickers, you’re wasting fuel. A 


While you’re checking the 
doors and windows, you might 
want to give some thought to 
two other important energy- 
saving improvements — storm 
windows and doors. 


If you already have storm 
sash all around, take comfort in 
knowing that you're using about 
15 percent less energy than 
you’d be using without them. If 
you don’t have story windows 
and doors, but do have double- 
glazed or “ thermo-pane” type 
windows, storm windows still 
provide a good way to lower fuel 
bills and cut down on drafts. 


And speaking of drafts, one of 


the best ways to avoid them — 
and reduce your fuel waste still 
further — is to insulate your 
walls. 


There are two simple ways to 
check the amount of wall in­ 
sulation you have. 


The first involves removing a 
convenient switch 
plate, or 
electrical outlet plate on an out­ 
side wall. Before you remove 
the plate, however, be sure to 
turn off the power at the fuse 
box. Once you’ve done this, 
remove the cover plate. Using 


your flashlight, examine the in­ 
side stud cavity around the 
exterior of the electrical outlet 
for signs of insulation 


The second test is the ther­ 
mometer test. On a cold day, 
tape one of the thermom eters 
against an outside wall and the 
second in the center of the 
room. Leave them there for 
about four hours. Then take 
readings. If the reading at the 
outside wall is more than five 
degrees below the one in the 
middle of the room, it’s a good 
sign your home needs wall in­ 
sulation. 


Iasulating walls is not a do-it- 
yourself job. It’s best done by a 
professional insulation contrac­ 
tor who has the expertise and 
special pneumatic equipment to 
perform the work quickly and 
efficiently. To find the name of 
the contractor nearest you, 
check the yellow pages under 
“Insulation Contractors — Cold 
& Heat.” 


The last stop on the energy- 


efficency check up tour is the 
basement, an area that wastes 
more of your home's energy 
than you think. 


To stop energy waste through 
unfinished basement walls, they 
should be insulated by applying 
furring strips to the walls and 
installing a minimum of 1-inch 
(R-4) of insulation (31* inches 
(R-ll) in severe clim ates) in 
much the same way as you 
would insulate the attic. 


While you're in the basement, 


be sure to check your furnace 
and central air-conditioning 
units. For maximum operating 
efficiency, these should be ins­ 
pected regularly and m ain­ 
tained in accordance with the 
manufacturer’s 
instructions. 
Also, be sure to check the 
filters. During peak operating 
seasons, they should be changed 
at least once a month. Dirty 
filters cause your furnance and 
air-conditioner to work over­ 
time.

"I don't care how strong a 


marriage is, when you come 
in on Sunday night and the 
children are gone to bed, and 
you don't see them again un- 
til Thursday and then only a 
brief time before going out 
again, they literally grow up 
without you knowing who 
they are." 


Weekend trips back to the 


home district are only one of 
the- pressures on political 
marriages. Spouses often

BRIDGMAN — Six people living in a second story hotel here es­ 
caped unharmed from their rooms last night when a fire swept 
through and destroyed the grocery store below them. Firemen from 
Bridgman and four other neighboring departments arrived in time 
to confine the blaze to the ground floor of the building, located on 
the southeast corner at Lake street and Red Arrow highway in 
Bridgman. 


Bridgman Fire Chief Jack 
Mabry said the blaze apparently 
started about 8:15 p.m. near 
some compressors in a storage 
area at the back of Mike's 
Market, a small grocery store 
and butcher shop. The store 
interior and inventory was des­ 
troyed in the blaze. 


The exact cause of the fire 
was not determined last night, 
but a state fire marshal was ex- 
pected to arrive this morning to 
continue the investigation. 


Store owner Mike Callender, 
37. said he locked up and went 
home for the night at 8 p.m., 
about 15 minutes before the fire 
erupted in the empty store. 


Just minutes later. Mrs. June 
Mathieu, 56, live-in manager of 
the second-story Monogram ho­ 
tel, saw her lights flicker and 
she heard some pounding at the 
back of the building. 


She said she stepped out on 
her porch to set» what was going 
on and immediately saw flames 
shooting out from the rear of the 
market.

Roth Eyes Pros 
Despite Battle 
Against Cancer 


HONOLULU (AP) — Joe Roth, the University of California’s 
star quarterback, says he still hopes to bo chosen by the pros 
despite revelations that he is battling for his life against a virulent 
form of cancer. 


I hope to be drafted pretty high,” said Roth in his Waikiki hotel 
late Wednesday. “ But I’ll just take a wait and see attitude.” 


Roth, 21, who was chosen for three bowl games, confirmed that 
he has been receiving chemotherapy at the University of Califor­ 
nia Medical Center in San Francisco since several lumps under 
the skin on his chest were diagnosed in December as black mole 
cancer or malignant melanoma. 


California coach Mike White said he was planning to use Roth 
in the Hula Bowl here Saturday. The only thing causing hesita­ 
tion, White and Roth said, were spasms in the Roth’s injured 
back. 


Roth said in an earlier interview he believed the spasms were 
not cancer-related. 


The 6-foot-4 player said the chemotherapy causes vomiting for 
almut four hours after each treatment. 


The therapy was arranged so that it has not conflicted with the 
bowl games, said Roth, who spent the afternoon sightseeing after 
a morning workout. 


Dr. Michael Friedman, a University of California cancer 
specialist, said there would be no further treatment — or 
statements — until Roth returns from a bowl game in .Japan in 
mid-January. 


Roth noticed two small bumps on his chest while showering 
alter the California-Stanford game which ended the regular 
season for both teams. 


He notified team physician Jerry Patman and, about 2(1 lumps 
were found on Roth’s chest and back. A liver scan disclosed 
nx‘lanoma, and further investigation disclosed a tumor on his 
spine and involvement of the spleen. 


After Roth’s freshman year at Gorssmont Junior College in El 
Cajon, Calif., he was bothered by a mole on his neck which was 
diagnosed as black mole cancer. Doctors removed five ounces of 
tissue. 


He went on to star at Cal, connecting on 126 of 226 passes for 
1,880 yards and 14 touchdowns during his junior year while 
leading the Bears to a share of the Pacific-8 Conference title. 


During the past season, although bothered by injuries, he 
completed 154 of 295 passes for 1,789 yards. He was chosen for 
three post-season games — the East-West Shrine, the Hula Bowl 
and the Japan Bowl. 


Roth did not appear in the Shrine game because of a back 
injury , but he says he has been cleared to play in both the Hula 
Bowl and the Japan Bowl later this month.

NILES — Tim Garner may 
have reached his potential at 
just the right time as far as 
Niles basketball coach Dean 
Adams is concerned. 


The 6-1 senior Viking guard is 
southwestern Michigan’s lead­ 
ing scorer, helping Niles to a 
perfect 6-0 record. 


Garner is averaging 26.3 
points per game this season. 
But then great things have al­ 
ways been predicted for Garner. 
And one need only look at his 
background to find out why. 


Gamer comes from a basket­ 
ball family with brothers, Louis 
and Duane, former Niles stan­ 
douts. Louis starred for the 
Vikings from 1969-71 and went 
on to become an NAIA All- 
American 
at 
Ferris 
State. 
Duane was one of the top Niles 
scorers during the 
1971-72 
season and then went on to play 
four years 
for 
Kalamazoo 
College. 


And now Tim joins the duo. 
And scoring is not his only forte. 
(Jarner is also second on the 
team in rebounds, averaging 9.3 
per game and is tops in assists 
with seven per contest. He is 
hitting better than 54 per cent 
from the floor. 


“ He’s always had potential, 
there’s no question about that.” 
Adams says of Garner. “ Last 
year he had games that were 
outstanding, but he wasn’t con­ 
sistent. He’s the type of in­ 
dividual who is a late bloomer. I 
think he has finally reached his 
growth and maturity which has 
helped him tremendously.” 


Though his brothers may 


have given him a name to live 
up to, Garner credits them with 
a great deal of his success, too. 


‘They taught me a lot.” Tim 
says. “ They always were giving 
me advice and trying to help 
me. If they would go somewhere 
to shoot, they would always take 
me with them. 


"They told me what to expect 
and when I wasn’t playing much 
they kept encouraging me. 
Louis and Duane made me want 
to play harder.” 


Though 
a 
standout 
this 
season, it has not always been 
easy for Garner. Last year as a 
junior. Garner was the top 
Viking scorer with a 
15.5 
average. But he encountered 
problems with Adams midway 
through the season. 


” He wasn’t playing team 
basketball,” Adams says, “ i 
had talked to him about the si­ 
tuation before and he continued 
to do it so I benched him. I told 
him to stay out until he wanted 
to play team ball.” 


Garner sat out three quarters 
of one game and then against 
Holland (Big Seven leader at 
that time), he was on the bench 
during the first half. 


“ At halftime I asked him if he 
wanted to play team ball,” 
Adams says. “ He said he did so 
I put him in to start the second 
half. He want out there and 
probably played the best 16 
minutes he played all year and 
we upset Holland. It was proba­ 
bly the turning point of his 
career. 


“ He’s played team ball since 
then. I have absolutely no 
complaints as a coach. He 
played team ball all summer in 


our summer program and has 
been doing it since." 


Garner feels the discipline did 
him some good 


“ Being benched made me 
want to play all that harder,” hi* 
says. “ It gave me a bad reputa­ 
tion so I had to get my respec t 
back." 


Garner has gained that back 
and then some. His ballhandling 
and quickness have been his two 
biggest assets this year. 


“ Tim has ama/ed a lot of 
people this year with 
his 
ballhandling,” Adams says, 
“ lie’s a great passer. There 
have been times this year where 
he’s made such a great pass 
that his teammate won't be 
ready for it. causing a turnover. 


“ He has great eyes. He can 
pick the open man out even 
when he's double-teammed. It 's 
difficult to set1 when he’s going 
to make the pass or where it s 
going to go." 


Though just 6-1, Garner’s 
rebounding has been another 
big surprise. 


“ Rebounding was a big ques­ 
tion mark in our preseason.” 
Adams says. ‘‘We’re not big, 
but so far I 
think we’ve 
outrebounded every opponent. 


“ Tim’s big assets have been 
his 
jumping 
ability 
and 
knowledge of positioning and 
timing. At 6-1, he’s going up 
against 6-5 and 6-6 ballplayers. 
But he has the timing to get 
rebounds and to get his shot 
away inside. You can’t teach 
something like that. 


“ And he doesn’t shy away, 
either. He gets in there and 
battles on the boards.” 


Adams finds it tough to com- 


pare the Garner trio 
“ Louis was a tremendous 
ballhandler and 
had 
super 
moves,” he says. “ He was a 
groat fastbreak man, but was 
not an outstanding shooter 
Duane had a little more size and 
oik' of his assets was inside on 
moves to the basket. Tim's as­ 
set is that he’s probably more of 
an all-around ballplayer.” 
Garner and his teammates 
will get a chance for distinction 
this weekend, traveling Satur­ 
day to I^ansing Everett to face 
the No. l-rank<“d Vikings (7-0) 
and 6-9 All-American Earvin 
Johnson. But Adams is glad for 
the challenge. 


“ I don't believe you can make 
a basketball program strong 
unless you play the l>est teams 
possible,” he explains. “ We 
schedule to play the lx‘st teams, 
not to win 
“ We have the opportunity to 
go up there and l>e recognized if 
we can give them a ballgame.” 
And Garner is ready, too. In­ 
dividual accomplishments have 
not been first in his mind this

The latest quest for the Loch 
Ness monster has failed to turn 
up any solid clues, but leaders 
of the expedition still hope the 
riddle will be solve! They plan 
another attempt next year. 


The expedition, sponsored by 
the Boston-based Academy of 
Applied Science and the New 
York Times spent the sum m er 
taking m ore than 100,000 pho­ 
tographs beneath the murky 
w aters of the Scottish lake but 
no large creatures showed up on 
film. In fact only 33 pictures 
showed any fish or eels, said 
expedition leaders Charles W. 
Wycoff, in a report appearing in 
the Decem ber issue of the 
Technology Review, a publica­ 
tion 
edited 
by 
the 
Mas­ 
sachusetts Institute of Tech­ 
nology. 


Wycoff speculated that the 
severe 
drought 
which 
has 
gripped the United Kingdom 
might have lowered the level of 
the lake so m uch that there 
were no salmon sw im m ing in 
the shallow areas “ to bring the 
animal up from its usual depths 
to feed.” 


The report said that sonar 
investigations 
proved 
m ore 
mleresting than the findings of 
the underwater cam eras. In ad­ 


dition to the rem ains of wrecked 
ships and dawned planes, the 
sonar discovered a hum p that 
seemed to have a series of rib­ 
like ridges in it. This led to 
speculation that it could be the 
carcass of a m onster. A diver 
went down to investigate and 
said the formation was made of 
clay. But underw ater explora­ 
tion expert Charles Finklestein 
who made the spot check noted 
that the clay could have overlain 
a more solid structure beneath 
the silt. 


Perhaps the m ost exciting 
“ find” cam e in Borkurn Bay 
near the southwest end of the 
lake. On one of the last runs of 
the sum m er, the sonar su r­ 
veyors detected a “ carcass-like 
shape with a long neckline 
projection” . It was estim ated to 
be 30 feet long. 


The 
searchers 
stressed, 
however, that no conclusions 
could be reached until an un­ 
derw ater television or sm all 
submersible is used to identify 
the target. 


Leaders of the expedition still 
professing faith that something 
large lurks beneath the w aters 
of Ijoch Ness plan to resum e 
their probings in January or 
February of 1977.

Mersich died when argon gas, 
a colorless and odorless 'gas 
usiKi in welding operations to 
purge oxygen and air from pipe 
Uni'S Ix'fore welding, escaped 
into the sump pit where he was 
working, the suit contends.

In regard to the former, it has 
iHH'n widely recognized among 
the smart ni(*n on the move that 
a good d(‘gr(H', important con­ 
tacts and a spell in Washington 
is a formula for success in the 
commercial world. 


Law offices are loaded with 
attorneys who sp(*nt just enough 
time near the seat of govern­

endless maze of corridors. 
To the corporations that more 
and more are being regulated, 
advist*d and even dictated to 
from 
Washington, 
an 
exjx'rienci'd hand — ('specially 
if he dealt with the company’s 
sjx'cific 
problems 
while 
in 
government — is invaluable. 
In some instances the in­ 
dividual continues in almost the 
same work but from the op­ 
posite side of the desk once he 
joins 
a 
corporation 
The 
examples are numerous. 
(iraduates 
of 
the 
great 
governmental university have 
nK»v(>d rapidly into top jobs in 
transportation, 
utilities, 
philanthropy, consumer affairs, 
financial 
institutions 
and 
s(>curities. Recent heads of both 
the New York and American 
stock exchanges, for example,

Exchange (’ommission officials, 
whose job it was to regulate the 
iastitutions they later joint'd.

PBB CONTAMINATION 
State Farmer Kills 
Dairy Cattle Herd 


F/M^MOITH, Mich. (AP) — A Missaukee County farmer says he 
shot his 40 dairy cattle Wednesday they were contaminated with 
the toxic chemical PBB^ Albert Davison said his herd was not 
providing milk and it was costing him too much in time and feed 
expt'nst's tr>’ing to nurse the animals back to good health. But the 
state Agriculture D('partment’s animal health division said just 
one of Davison’s cows had levels of the toxic chemical exceeding 
the federally established tolerance mark. The division said many 
of Davison’s cows showtxi no trace of the PB B , or polybrominated 
biphenyl. 
St'veral other farmers shot their herds last year, claiming PBB 
c-ontamination. Ken Jones, an office of Michigan Farm Bureau, 
said his firm has paid almost $37 million in claims to nt'arly «(M) 
fanners Ixvause of PBB contamination in the past two years. The 
toxic chemical acc identally was mixed into ft*ed the Farm Bureau 
sold across the state three years ago. About ¡}0,000 cattle and other 
livest(K-k, along with hundreds of thousands of eggs and tons of 
riulk and butter, have been buried in a state-run mass grave near 
Kalkaska Ix'cau.se of PBB contamination from the mixup.
